The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 8-15 and 25-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Semel et al. 

Semel et al. disclose a lubricant comprising : 

selecting at least two lubricants from a gou8p of lubricants including those recited 
in pending claims (col. 4, line 65 to col. 5, line 37). 

Semel et al. further dislose wherein the lubricant is in powder form with a particle size of 
less than 50 urn (col. 5, lines 38-47). 

The intended use of the lubricant does not breath life into these rejected claims. 

3. Claims 5-7 and 1 6-24 are allowed. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
application of two or more lubricants to a die surface by electrification.
